Record  Number  of  New  Churches 
To  Be  Organ  i  zed  i  n  Present  Decade

More  than  3,000  new  churches  will 
be  organized  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  during  the  present  decade 
if  the  rate  continues  for  the  next  two 
years  as  It  has  for  the  past  eight  years, 
according  to  a  survey  of  church  ages 
which  will  appear  in  the  1949  South- 
ero  Baptist  Handbook. 

Since  194®,  there  have  already  been 
2. IKK  new  churches  organised  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory. 
Trx»«  led  In  the  number  of  new 
churches  with  335  hut  Alabama.  North 
Carolina,  and  Tennessee  all  had  more 
than  200  new  churches  reported  or¬ 
ganised. 

Of  the  26.822  Baptist  churches  now 
in  the  Convention.  3.28#  were  organ¬ 
ized  when  the  Convention  held  Its 
organization  meeting  In  1845.  In  the 
25  years  between  1851  and  1875  the 
Civil  War  and' Reconstruction  period, 
there  were  3.140  new  churches  organ¬ 
ized  which  are  still  In  existence  North 
Carolina  and  Texas  both  have  more 
than  700  churches  which  were  organ¬ 
ized  during  this  period. 

There  have  been  more  than  6  000 
new  churches  organized  during  the 
past  25  years  which  are  still  in  exis¬ 
tence.  according  to  the  study  which 
will  appear  In  the  1949  Handbook.  The

Bulgaria  Tightens  Control 
Over  Religious  Groups 


SOFIA  — -(RNS>—  A  bill  aimed  at 
tightening  government  control  over 
religion  and  restricting  affiliation  of 
non -Orthodox  bodies  with  churches 
abroad  has  been  introduced  In  the 
Bulgarian  parliament  by  Foreign  Min¬ 
ister  Vasil  Kolarov. 

One  of  the  most  drastic  provisions 
of  the  bill  calls  for  the  rlosing  of  all 
foreign  religious  missions  and  con¬ 
gregations  in  Bulgaria  and  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  their  property  to  the  State,  with 
a  "just  indemnity.”  This  action,  it  was 
stated,  would  take  plare  within  a 
month  after  the  law  came  into  force. 

According  to  Minister  Kolarov.  the 
bill  quarantees  full  freedom  of  con¬ 
science  and  religion  to  all  citizens.  He. 
Indicated,  however  It  was  aimed  at 
cutting  all  ties  by  Bulgarian  churches 
with  International  organizations  and 
parent  Churches  “In  view  of  their 
considerable  political  activity." 

The  bill  stipulates  that  clergymen 


who  maintain  relations  with  churches 
abroad  cannot  assume  their  duties  un¬ 
less  their  appointment  is  confirmed  by

Religious  Liberty 
Versus  Toleration 


WE  TOLD  THEM— BUT 
THEY  DIDNT  BELIEVE  US 

HOLLYWOOD,  Calif  —  (BP >—  Mana¬ 
gers  of  motion  picture  show  houses 
across  the  country  have  protested  to 
Hollywood’s  movie  moguls  that  their 
pictures  give  too  much  emphasis  to 
Catholicism. 

“We  have  had  a  great  deal  of  glori¬ 
fication  of  the  Catholic  and  Jewish 
religions,”  said  the  survey  of  exhibitors 
by  Allied  States  Association.  Then  the 
findings  reminded:  “We  must  not  lose 
sight.  .  .  that  the  vast  majority  of 
our  people,  and  our  critics,  are  of  the 
Protestant  faith.” 

The  survey  also  revealed  that  the 

t 

public  b  getting  tired  of  sordidness, 
crime,  and  sex  in  the  movies.  Small¬ 
town  audiences  want  more  wholesome 
stuff,  such  as  nature,  children,  and 
animats  that  the  whole  family  can 
safely  see. 

And.  the  survey  protested  further, 
Hollywood  has  been  lax  In  failing  to 
clean  up  the  private  lives  of  sinful 
stars. 

The  survey’s  findings  were  handed 
to  the  movie  moguls  at  the  same  time 
a  nationally-known  marriage  counse¬ 
lor  declared  through  the  press  that 
the  instability  of  American  families  is 
due  partially  to  Hollywood's  “fantas¬ 
tic  portrayal  of  family  life.”  Dr.  Clif¬ 
ford  R.  Adams,  director  of  Marriage 
Counseling  "Service  Penssylvania  State 
College,  said  that  the  movies  lead  to 
a  "misapprehension  of  the  goals  to  be 
achieved  in  marriage.”

Certain  occurrences  in  our  country 
impel  your  Committee  on  Religious 
Liberty  to  make  a  public  statement 
as  to  the  origin  and  meaning  of  reli¬ 
gious  liberty  in  America. 

One  such  happening  was  the  ent¬ 
rance  of  a  float  in  the  recent  presiden¬ 
tial  inaugural  parade  by  the  state  of 
Maryland  which  depicted  the  Mary¬ 
land  Toleration  Act  of  1649  as  the 
start  and  foundation  of  religious  lib¬ 
erty  on  these  shores.  No  doubt  many 
among  the  million  people  who  beheld 
the  parade  were  duly  impressed  with 
Maryland's  representation  and  ap¬ 
plauded  it.  Much  to  be  regretted,  also, 
is  the  constant  Roman  Catholic  As¬ 
sertion  and  publication  that  Lord 
Baltimore,  a  Catholic  in  Maryland’s 
Toleration  Act  of  1649  brought  reli¬ 
gious  liberty  to  the  new  world.  With 
no  desire  to  detract  from  the  glory  of 
Maryland  or  diwredit  any  honor  duo 
the  Roman  Catholics,  the  interests  of 
truth  and  clarity  demand  that  the  ac¬ 
tual  facts  should  be  proclaimed. 

Why  should  the  public  be  allowed 
to  forget  the  well-acknowledged  fact 
it  was  in  the  year  1647  that  Roger 
Williams,  a  Baptist  leader  of  the  tlqie 
established  in  Rhode  Island  a  govern¬ 
ment  which  for  the  first  time  in  all 
history  accorded  absolute  liberty  of 
conscience  to  all  persons,  regardless 
of  creed?  In  fact,  Williams’  political 
organization  in  Rhode  Island  which 
provided  for  separation  of  church  and

*tate  with  smI  liberty  for  everyone, 
began  as  early  as  1638  and  proceeded 

consistently  until  consummation  In 
1W7.  two  years  before  the  Maryland 
Toleration  Act.  (See  A  History  of  Bap¬ 
tist  Churches  in  the  United  State,  by 

A.  H  Newman,  pages  74-79).  This  fun 
religious  liberty  was  vastly  superior  to 
the  mere  “toleration"  proclaimed  In 

Maryland. 

The  body  which  passed  the  Mary¬ 
land  Edict  of  Toleration  consisted  of 
a  Protestant  governor,  sixteen  Pro¬ 
testant  sand  eight  Roman  Catholics. 
The  Act  was  induced  to  enable  the 
Roman  Catholics  to  worship  publicly. 
Unfortunately,  the  Act  only  allowed 
“tolerance'  "and  not  complete  religious 
liberty,  as  provided  for  in  the  charter 
of  Rhode  Island.  The  Maryland  Tole¬ 
ration  Act  did  not  permit  Jews,  un¬ 
believers,  Deists  or  Unitarians  to  enter 
the  colony.  This  was  not  full  religious 
liberty. 

RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY  asserts  the 
inalienable  right  mt  every  man  to  act 
in  religion  as  unto  God  alone,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  voire  of  conscience  within 
him  beyond  the  reach  of  any  human 
authority.  -TOLERATION."  says 
Sehaff.  “implies  more  or  less  censure 
and  disapproval.  We  tolerate  or  en¬ 
dure  what  we  dislike  or  ran  not  pre-

the  Foreign  Minister. 

It  specifies  that  -eulta  can  main¬ 
tain  connections  with  institutions,  or- 
sanitations,  or  official  persons,  who* 
headquarters  are  abroad,  only  aftet 
preliminary  permission  from  the  For¬ 
eign  Minister."  • 

The  bill  also  states  that  similar  per¬ 
mission  must  be  obtained  before  cults 
can  receive  material  aid  or  gifts  from 
abroad  It  further  declares  that  clergy¬ 
men  and  other  church  officials  must 
be  Bulgarian  citizens  who  are  “honest, 
trustworthy,  and  not  deprived  of  their 
rights  by  criminal  law."

Roman  Catholics  assume  that  they 
have  the  one  true  Church  and  has  of¬ 
ficially  proclaimed  that  unless  com¬ 
pelled  to  do  so  the  Catholics  will 
not  generally  consent  to  religious  free¬ 
dom  as  a  policy  but  will  insist  on  their 
historic  observance  of  toleration.  They 
have  even  boldly  asserted  that  in 
countries  which  obstruct  their  policy 
“Constitutions  of  countries  can  be 
changed."  and  when  conditions  in 
this  country  become  ideal  to  them  they 
will  Insist  on  TOLERATION  Instead  of 
full  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY. 

As  Baptists  we  would  fight  for  re¬ 
ligious  rights  under  the  Constitution 
for  Roman  Catholics  as  readily  as  we 
would  for  our  own  or  for  all  others; 
but  we  fed  obligated  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  basic  ccmtention  affecting 
religious  liberty  in  this  country  which 
tends  to  promote  ill-will  among  sects 
and  disunity  in  the  Nation. 

As  a  further  p  r  o  b  f  of  existing 
threats  to  our  religious  liberties  we 
solemnly  point  to  the  pronouncement 
entitled  “The  Christian  In  Action* 
by  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  of 
cardinals,  archbishops  and  bishops  in 
the  United  States  meeting  in  our  na¬ 
tional  capital  in  November,  1948  In 
this  document  they  proclaim  that  the 
concept  of  church-state  separation  is 
a  mere  "shibboleth  of  doctrinarie* 
secularists”  and  they  serve  notice  that 
they  Intend  to  “peacefully,  patiently, 
and  perseveringly  work”  to  effect  a 
revision  which  will  be  a  radical  change 
In  this  American  tradition  and  in  the 
law  which  supports  It 

8everal  objectives  of  the  Roman 
Church  are  quite  evident  and  our 
American  people  should  be  aware  of 
them.  Three  of  these  Immediate  aims 
are: 

1.  To  secure  repudiation  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  decision  of  the  Cham¬ 
paign  school  case.  This  decision  was  a 
severe  stroke  of  the  Government 
against  sectariansim  in  the  public 
schools,  both  as  to  sectarian  instruc¬ 
tion  and  financial  aid  from  public  tax 
funds  to  sectarianism. 

2.  To  secure  the  allocation  of  public 
funds  to  Roman  Catholic  Institutions 
acceptance  mt  sack  interpretation  mt

Ts  seewre  in  the  public  mind  an 
the  Constitution,  or  a  revision  of  the 
Constitution  as  will  permit  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  Roman  aCthotte  doctrines 
concerning  church  and  state.  This 
would  be  a  catastrophe  which  would 
alter  the  tradHienal  American  form 
of  government  and  the  rights  of  indi 
riduab  and  gronps  in  our  free  demo¬ 
cracy.  A  step  toward  this  end  is  clear¬ 
ly  seen  Jn  the  widely  publicised  novel 
interpretation  by  the  hierarch?  of  the 
First  Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

This  new  propaganda  would  have 
our  people  believe  that  the  founders  of 
this  Government  were  forbidding  only 
the  union  of  one  church  with  the  state 
whereas  they  allowed  for  the  union  of 
many  churches  with  the  state,  pro¬ 
vided  all  are  treated  equally.  This 
idea  is  foreign  to  our  American  tradi¬ 
tion  and  must  be  recognised  as  such. 

In  conclusion,  this  Committee  on 
Religious  Liberty  would  summon  the 
Baptists  of  the  United  States,  and  all 
other  freedom  loving  people,  to  a  re¬ 
newal  of  dedication  to  the  founda¬ 
tion  principles  which  have  made  this 
country  great.  Especially  in  the  realm 
of  religion  should  we  be  alert  to  the 
truth  that  “the  price  of  liberty  is 
eternal  vigilance  ”

Builds  Educational  Building 

The  New  Prospect  Church,  Lincoln 
Association  moved  into  its  Education¬ 
al  Building  on  February  20.  The  new 
building  Includes  twelve  classrooms, 
an  auditorium,  a  kitchenette,  and  rest 
room.  It  ras  been  equipped  with  232 
chairs  and  a  piano  from  the  main 
It  has  been  equipped  with  232  chairs 
and  a  piano  from  the  main  auditor- 
auditorium.

When  plans  first  began  for  the  Edu¬ 
cational  Building,  sufficient  financial 
fund  seemed  Impossible.  Land  was 
rented  by  the  church  and  a  cotton 
crop  was  cultivated  by  the  church  peo¬ 
ple.  the  proceeds  of  which  were  added 
to  the  small  fund  which  had  been 
raised.  As  soon  as  the  money  was  tan¬ 
gible  building  plans  moved  forward 
and  the  building  Wks  debt  free  when 
it  was  occupied. 

Other  Impiovements  in  physical 
equipment  during  this  time  Include 
the  enlargement  of  the  choir  plat¬ 
form.  the  purchase  of  a  new  pulpit 
stand  and  table,  and  the  construction 
of  a  furnace  on  the  church  grounds. 

A  Nursery  Department  and  two  new 
classes  have  been  organized.' 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  the  new 
building  239  were  present  in  Sunday 
School  and  147  in  Training  Union,  and 
at  the  evening  service  two  of  the  young 
people  rededicated  their  lives.

FEDERAL  AID  SHOULD  GO 
TO  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  ONLY 

The  Examiner  has  long  been  on  re¬ 
cord  as  favoring  Federal  Aid  to  Edu¬ 
cation  as  the  vest  and  quickest  means 
of  giving  Alabama  chUdren  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  equal  to  that  of  children  in 
richer  states  of  the  North,  East,  and 
West. 

The  bill  now  before  Congress,  which 
Is  believed  to  have  an  excellent  chance 
of  passage  would  provide  educational 
funds  to  states  on  the  basis  of  the 
financial  need.  If  tills  legislation  be¬ 
comes  law,  education  will  see  a  new 
day  In  Alabama. 

We  are  unable  to  follow  the  argu¬ 
ments  of  those  who  say  that  Federal 
Aid  to  pubtlc  schools  alone  would  be 
discrimination  against  church  schools. 

Since  this  free  nation  Is  founded 
upon  the  principle  of  separation  of 
church  and  state,  public  funds  should 
be  spent  for  public  schools  alone. 

The  use  of  public  funds  for  Baptist, 
Methodist.  Catholic,  or  Jewish  schools 
would  be  unthinkable.  Each  religious 
group  has  the  privilege  of  financing 
its  own  separate  schools,  and  many  of 
them  do  so.  but  there  must  be  no 
violation  of  the  public  fund  for  our 
policy  schools  dedicated  to  whole  peo¬ 
ple. 

This  policy  Is  a  foundation  stone  of 
the  nation,  and  Americans  will  not  be 
disposed  to  disturb  It.

boards,  commissions,  and  standing- 
committees,  had  a  special  meeting 
here  February  22  to  formulate  their 
recommendations.  Rev.  Harold  W.  See- 
ver  of  Florence,  S.  C.,  Is  chairman. 
All  20  members  were  present. 

Further  meetings  of  the  committee 
will  be  held  Immediately  prior  to  and 
during  the  Convention  session  at  Okla¬ 
homa  City  In  May. 

Recent  constitutional  changes  pro¬ 
viding  for  rotation  of  membership  on 
the  boards  and  forbidding  a  persons’s 
serving  on  more  than  one  board  are 
given  as  reasons  for  the  necessity  of 
much  more  detailed  study.  Approxi¬ 
mately  600  places  must  be  filled.

NAME  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 
TO  HONOR  DR.  LOWREY 

Clinton,  Miss.  March  5.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Mississippi  College  have 
voted  to  name  the  Library  Building  in 
honor  of  Dr.  W.  T.  Lowrey  who  was 
President  of  the  college  for  many 
years  and  who  was  recognized  as  one 
of  the  leading  educators  of  the  South 
till  his  death  In  1944. 

Dr.  Lowrey  was  an  honor  graduate 
of  the  college  In  the  class  of  1881  He 
became  president  in  1898. 

During  the  thirteen  years  of  Dr. 
Lowrey's  administration,  he  led  in 
uniting  the  denomination,  and  during 
that  time  the  Endowment  was  sub¬ 
stantially  increased,  Jennings  Hall,  the 
Cafeteria  and  the  8c!ence  Building 
were  erected,  and  the  enrollment  more 
than  doubled.  After  a  remarkably  suc¬ 
cessful  term  of  thirteen  years  at  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College,  he  resigned  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Blue  Mountain  College  where 
he  served  another  thirteen  years  as 
president. 

Dr.  Lowrey  died  at  the  age  of  eighty 
five,  having  served  as  a  college  presi¬ 
dent  longer  than  any  other  Missis¬ 
sippi  ever  has.  For  much  of  the 
time  he  was  president  of  two  colleges 
at  the  same  time,  those  served  being 
Blue  Mountain  College,  twenty  six 
years;  Mississippi  College,  thirteen 
years;  Hillman  College,  eighteen  years; 
and  Clarke  College,  two  years.  He  was 
also  president  of  the  Baptist  Hospital 
in  Memphis  from  its  beginning  till 
January,  1.  1944.

The  Church  Song  Director 

Certainly,  one  of  the  most  important 
associates  of  the  pastor  is  the  Church 
Song  Leader.  The  song  leader  has  the 
power  to  make  or  break  the  message 
of  each  service.  Each  church  should 
make  a  careful,  prayerful  selection  of 
one  person  who  will  serve  as  church 
song  leader.  This  leader  will  be  able 
to  do  the  Job  much  more  efficiently,  if 
he  or  she  has  a  knowledge  of  music, 
but  many  churches  do  not  have  such 
a  person  who  is  well  trained  in  music. 
Churches  that  are  not  blessed  with 
such  a  person,  should  select  a  leader 
who  will  agree  to  try  to  learn  as  much 
as  possible  about  the  art  of  directing 
and  song  leading. 

The  church  song  leader  will  be  a 
loyal  church  worker,  who  will  plan  to 
be  present  for  the  service.

NEW  YORK  — iBPi —  Dr.  Samuel 
McCrea  Cavert,  general  secretary  of 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America,  has  declared  that 
no  Southern*  Baptist  churches  are 
members  of  the  Federal  Council., 

Noting  charge  by  some  writers  that 
individual  Southern  Baptist  churches 
“joining  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches,"  Dr.  McCrea  stated  that 
“this  is  constitutionally  impossible,  for 
the  only  bodies  that  can  become  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Federal  Council  are  na¬ 
tional  denominations.” 

Dr.  McCrea  said  the  misunderstand¬ 
ing  may  have  arisen  “by  virtue  of  the 
fact  that  a  good  many  local  churches 
of  all  denominations  give  financial 
support  to  th£  Federal  Council  and  re¬ 
ceive  its  publications  even  though  they 
have  no  official  part  in  its  life.”

Of 

Mississippi  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union 
Preamble 

We,  the  women  of  the  Baptist 
churches  of  Mississippi,  desirous  of 
stimulating  a  missionary  spirit  and 
the  grace  of  giving  among  tlje  wo¬ 
men  and  young  people  of  the  churches 
do  hereby  organize  and  adopt  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Constitution.

CATHOLIC  LEADER  LABELS 
BAPTISTS  AS  COMMUNISTS 
Thomas  Bill  On  Federal  Aid 
To  Public  Schools  Protested 
By  Bishop  Toolen  of  Mobile 

The  Catholic  Church  wants  a  fede¬ 
ral  educational  bill  passed  by  Con¬ 
gress  that  does  not  discriminate 
against  Catholic  school  children,  the 
Most  Reverend  T.  J.  Toolen,  DD.,  Bis¬ 
hop  of  Mobile,  said  here  yesterday. 

An  Account  of  Bishop  Toolen’s  t 

Address  Appears  Elsewhere  in  this 
Issue 

In  an  address  before  the  Montgo¬ 
mery  Deanery  of  the  National  Council 
of  Catholic  Women,  at  the  Whitley 
Hotel,  Bishop  Toolen  said  the  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  does  not  desire  federal 
educational  aid  for  its  schools  or  in¬ 
stitutions. 

He  said,  however,  it  demands  a 
square  deal  for  Catholic  school  child¬ 
ren  attending  Catholic  parochial 
schools.” 

“The  heads  of  non-Catholic  groups 
who  are  striving  to  prevent  federal 
educational  aid  from  reaching  the 
Catholic  school  children  are  Commun¬ 
ist  or  Communist  fellow  travelers,”  he 
said.”  (Editor’s  Note:  Baptist  oppose 
Federail  aid  to  any  church  school.) 

He  told  the  group  that  officials  in 
high  places  in  Washington  are  aligned 
with  the  Communist  Party  and  that 
the  Catholic  Church's  members  should 
be  cautious  in  signing  their  names  to 
organizational  membership  lists  as  the 
“Communist  Party  travels  under- 
many  guises.”

Montgomery  Poston  Protest 
Mobile  Bishop's  Chorge 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Confer¬ 
ence,  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church 
In  Montgomery  on  Wednesday,  Feb¬ 
ruary  23,  1949,  Dr.  A.  Hamilton  Reid, 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Alaba¬ 
ma  Baptist  State  Convention,  upon  the 
invitation  of  the  Conference,  read  a 
paper  and  spoke  to  the  Conference  in 
reply  to  an  article  that  appeared  on 
the  front  page  of  The  Montgomery 
Advertiser  of  February  22,  1949  in 
which  Bishop  T.  J.  Toolen  was  quoted 
as  having  said,  among  other  things, 
“The  heads  of  non-Catholic  groups 
who  are  striving  to  prevent  federal 
educational  aid  from  reaching  the 
Catholic  school  children  are  Commun¬ 
ists  or  Communist  fellow  travelers.” 

Dr.  Reid  read  a  paper  which  clearly 
set  out  the  Baptist  position  in  the 
matter.  Following  its  reading,  the  Con¬ 
ference  unanimously  expressing  the 
views  of  the  Baptist  ministers  in  Mont¬ 
gomery,  and  directed  the  Secretary  to 
send  a  copy  to  each  of  the  Alabama 
members  of  Congress  and  furnish 
copies  to  the  press,  include  the  reli¬ 
gious  press.

Tuesday's  Montgomery  Advertiser 
quoted  the  Reverend  T.  J.  Toolen.  Bis¬ 
hop  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  of 
Mobile,  as  saying  in  an  address  made 
in  Montgomery  on  Monday  of  this 
week,  “The  heads  of  non-Catholic 
groups  who  are  striving  to  prevent 
federal  educational  aid  from  reaching 
the  Catholic  school  children  are  Com¬ 
munists  or  Communist  fellow  travel¬ 
ers."

Our  public  educational  system  ha* 
been  a  primary  factor  in  the  building 
of  a  unified  American  democracy.  This 
system  must  remain  free  fron\  entan¬ 
glements  with  any  religious  or  politi¬ 
cal  groups  If  we  are  to  retain  our  de¬ 
mocracy.  Our  school  system  must  re¬ 
main  under  state  control.  When  pub¬ 
lic  funds  become  accessible  for  the 
support  in  any  way  of  schools  and  in¬ 
stitutions  under  the  control  of  reli¬ 
gious  of  political  groups  and  used  to 
promote  some  particular  theology  or 
political  philosophy "  as  advocated  by 
such  groups,  our  American  democracy 
and  liberties  will  become  endangered. 

By  opposing  the  use  of  federal  fund* 
for  the  support  of  Catholic  or  other 
sectarian  schools  in  any  way  the  Bap¬ 
tist  and  other  Protestant  leaders  in 
America  are  not  in  the  least  Commun¬ 
ists  or  traveling  with  the  Communist, 
but  are  supporting  the  fundamental 
principles  on  which  our  Government 
was  founded  and  for  which  our  fore¬ 
fathers  fought  and  suffered 
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Deportment  of  Temperance  Activities

A  Maddry,  wife  of  the  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C., 
admits  that  being  a  preacher's  wife 
brings  a  lot  of  responsibilities  —  but 
she  "would  not  exchange  the  joy  and 
satisfaction  that  comes  from  service  I 
can  render  as  a  pastor's  wife  for  the 
advantages  of  having  a  husband  of 
any  other  calling.” 

She  writes  of  these  responsibilities

Annual  'World  Mission  Weak' 

32  Churches  Reach  18,457 

Widespread  Communism,  paganism 
and  other  evils  are  a  direct  challenge 
to  Baptists  to  expand  and  further  sup¬ 
port  their  home  and  foreign  mission¬ 
ary  enterprises. 

That  was  the  gist  of  the  address  de¬ 
livered  by  missionaries  at  Baptist 
‘‘World  Mission  Week"  services  held 
In  22  Washington  area  Baptist 
churches  February  6  to  11,  and  reach¬ 
ing  18,457  persons. 

The  attendance  figures  are  signifi¬ 
cant,  In  that  the  1948  “World  Mis¬ 
sion  Week"  reached  approximately  the 
same  number  of  persons,  but  with  32 
churches  then  cooperating.  Full- 
church  participation  probably  would 
have  increased  the  number  reached  to 
several  thousand  more. 

The  missionaries  from  China,  Ja¬ 
pan,  India,  Assam.  Central  and  South 
America,  and  from  America’s  South¬ 
land  reminded  worshipers  that  the 
church  must  stand  firm  against  its 
mortal  enemies,  so  that  Jesus’  message 
of  salvation  might  be  carried  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  following  the  Bib¬ 
lical  injunction  of  “Go  ye  ...  ”

The  average  number  of 
graduates  reported  from  56  seminarieg 
was  28;  the  average  from  our  three 
seminaries  was  169,  of  these  733  re_ 
celved  theological  degrees.

;  our  seminaries 
have  an  average  of  27  teachers. 

But  there  are  some  other  figures  of 
which  we  cannot  be  so  proud. 

The  report  of  accredited  seminaries 
referred  to  above  shows  that  the  aver¬ 
age  number  of  students  per  teacher  in 
our  seminaries  is  32.  Do  our  students 
need  and  deserve  so  much  less  pro¬ 
fessional  guidance  than  others? 

Our  three  seminaries  average  ten 
times  the  average  enrolment  but  have 
only  one-half  the  average  library  of 
the  accredited  schools. 

Our  three  seminaries  have  combined 
assets  including  property,  endowment, 
and  all  special  funds  of  $15,913,526. 
This  is  an  average  total  of  $5,750  per 
student.  The  report  of  accredited  semi¬ 
naries  shows  average  assets  of  $17,050 
per  student,  certain  well-known  semi¬ 
nary  located  in  the  same  city  with  one 
of  our  own  reports  an  average  of  $23,- 
437  per  student.  Are  we  so  much  poor¬ 
er  than  others,  or  are  our  preachers 
deserving,  of  so  much  less? 

Southern  governors  recently  decided 
to  co-operate  in  educating  Negro  doc¬ 
tors.  They  decided  on  a  certain  medi¬ 
cal  college  in  Nashville,  and  they 
agreed  that  their  states  would  con¬ 
tribute  $1,500  a  year  for  each  of  their 
students.  We  spend  $400  a  year  for 
each  of  our  preacher  boys  in  the 
seminary.  Is  it  worth  nearly  four  times 
as  much  to  educate  a  Negro  doctor 
as  it  is  to  educate  a  Baptist  preacher?

Japanese  High  School 
Student  Suggests  Solution 

Majqjr  Almus  B.  Polsgrove,  formerly 
pastor  at  Charleston,  who  is  now  a 
Chaplain,  Is  stationed  at  Haneda  Air 
Force  Base  in  Tokyo.  Below  is  quoted 
tbp  words  of  a  Japanese  high  school 
student  who  Is  a  member  of  the  Bible 
Class  which  Chaplain  Polsgrove 
teaches  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

"We  Japanese  htove  had  much  time 
since  the  end  of  the  war  to  reflect  on 
ourselves  and  the  many  causes  which  led 
us  to  the  most  tragic  calamity  in  our  na¬ 
tional  history. 

"And  this  reflection  has  taught  us 
what  we  should  do  in  the  future  for  the 
welfare  of  the  human  race. 

“Many  of  us  have  understood  or  are 
now  understanding  that  the  want  of  the 
religious  mind  was  the  principal  cause 
of  this  calamity. 

“Christianity  has  been  growing  more 
and  more  active  throughout  Japan.  This 
is  because  many  people  are  realizing  that 
to  carry  this  holy  duty  for  the  eternal 
peace  of  the  world  is  their  most  important 
responsibility  towards  mankind.  And  this 
duty  may  be  effectively  performed  only  by 
Joining  hands  with  every  nation  through 
Christianity,  ft  we  should  forget  this, 
another  calamity  will  lead  into  miserable 
ruin.  I  believe  that  Japan,  which  has 
resolved  to  give  up  wbr  and  arms  for¬ 
ever,  must  above  all  strive  for  the  holy 
purpose. **
